Large gallery hears town 
planner on development control 


Close to 90 persons were in 
the audience for a public 
meeting on the Development 
Control Bylaw included in 
the council meeting on 
Monday night. Development 
control is considered to be an 
integral part of the General 
Plan for the Town of St. 
Albert - to ensure planned 
development of the town. 

Mr. Wayne Gordon, town 
planner, was asked to give a 
brief overview of the factors 
involved in development 
control for the benefit of the 
members of the public in the 
audience. 

Mr. Gordon explained that 
council had resolved to pre- 
pare a general plan in 
December of 1974 under 
Section 94 of the Planning 
Act, and that section 100 
states that council must 
apply to the minister of 
municipal affairs to exercise 


Businessmen meet with Council 


Three local businessmen 
met with council for about 
three-quarters of a hour 
Monday evening to express 
some of their views and 
concerns on the existing 
business community and 
future development. Gerry 
Belke, representing the Gr- 
andin merchants and Roger 
Montpetit a representative of 
the downtown merchants and 
Ernie Jamison, publisher of 
the Gazette, had an 11 p.m., 


appointment, but due toa 
long meeting they were 
heard at 11:45. At the 
request of Mr. Belke council 
voted in favour of going in 
camera, which Mr. Belke felt 
would enable a more frank 
discussion, since one piece of 
information had been given 
confidentially to the busin- 
essmen and mayor last week. 

The main concern of the 
businessmen was that coun- 
cil consider approving a 


proposal for major food 
outlet in the downtown area. 
‘*We had spoken to the 
president of a firm who is 
keenly interested in moving 
in downtown,’’ said Mr. 
Belke, ‘‘with a store about 
the size of the Safeway 
here.”’ The firm was prepar- 
ed to build a free standing 
store, but would prefer some 
type of department store 
beside them, and they are 
looking for about 2% - 3 


acres which they would pur- 
chase from the town, Mr. 
Belke said in an interview 
Tuesday. 

We felt that council would 
be looking at ways and 
means of selling some of the 
roughly 14 acres of land they 
own downtown, and we felt 
also they would be sympa- 
thetic to the opportunity to 
bring in another food outlet. 
The sale for the two store

development control over 
areas included in the general 
plan. 

A requirement of the act is 
the preparation of a draft 
development control bylaw 
for the consideration of 
council. Subsequent to the 
passage of a resolution for 
general planning, Mr. Gord- 
on explained, an application 
had been made to the 
minister of municipal affairs 
to issue a development 
control order authorizing 
council to exercise devel- 
opment control in certain 
areas. Mr. Gordon pointed 
out that this would repeal 
certain existing zoning by- 
laws in the areas proposed 
for development control. 
Once the bylaw is passed, it 
would be submitted to the 
Provincial Planning Board 
for approval. Y 

Mr. Gordon explained that 
development control resolu- 
tions will be prepared by 
counctHl as the guidelines 
under which development 
applications will be con- 
sidered in areas under 
development control. These 


resolutions can be “‘blanket- 
ing’’ (adopting and endor- 
sing existing uses and ex 
tensions thereto) with any 
new proposals considered on 
their merits, having in mind 
general considerations under 
the General Plan. Or the 
resolutions can be made 
more specific and by resolu- 
tion council may adopt 
standards and requirements 
under zoning categories to be 
coincidental for similar clas- 
sifications under the Devel- 
opment Control Bylaw. 

‘Council may,’’ Mr. Gor- 
don said, ‘‘at any time after 
instituting a development 
control bylaw, revert all or 
portions of areas which are 
under development control 
back to zoning simply by 
authorizing the preparation 
of a zoning bylaw for the 
particular area.’’ He said 
that hopefully the reverting 
to zoning bylaw would not be 
done until the design brief 
has been adopted by council 
for that particular area.

Few Questions asked

full slate of council members 
were present. The vote on 
the motion was 3 to | (Mayor 
Plain voted againsi). Coun. 
Breadner, Lukay and Smith 
arrived minutes later and the 
special meeting was called to 
order again. 

Coun. Myrna Fyfe placed 
the subject on the floor with a 
motion to establish coun- 
cillors’ remuneration based 
upon 100 meetings per year 
and on an 11.1% increase. 
(At the former rate of $36 per 
meeting, roughly $4,000). 

For the benefit of Coun. 
Wetsch who was not present 
at last week’s meeting when 
the matter came up, Coun. 
Barry Breadner briefly re- 
viewed the proceedings, ex- 
plaining the several motions 
had been made and defeated 
at that time. 

Coun. Wetsch asked Mrs. 
Fyfe why she had arrived at a 
yearly meeting average of 
100 meetings and was told 
that in the past year there 
had been more meetings 
scheduled than would norm- 
ally (127). Missed meetings 
were also a factor she felt. 

Coun. Rod-:Throndson said 
that he felt that a $40.50 per 
meeting figure would be the 
only one he would support. 
He said that-a flat meeting 
fee was the fairest method of 
remuneration to keep within 
a budget (and keep down the 
number of meetings) anda 
scheme of this type may have 
some small bearing on atten- 
dance. 

Mayor Richard Plain said 
that a count of 127 meetings 
simply deals with the num- 
ber of meetings for which 
remuneration was paid. He 
contended that the work load 
of a councillor exceeds 
meetings for which a ‘‘nom- 
inal honorarium”’ is paid. 
The mayor said he felt that 
the average number of 
meetings was ubout 125 per 
year and the function of this 
particular council was to 
contribute to communication 
with the members of the 
community. Mayor Plain 
moved that the remuneration 
be set at $4,300 per year. 
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ST. ALBERT scouts and members of the town historical society got to work last Saturday 
morning cleaning stucco and tearing away lean-tos from the 1888 NWMP barracks at the 
back of the Senior Citizens Recreation Centre.

Mayor 
Plain’s motion for a yearly 
remuneration of $4,500 was 
defeated 1 to 5 (Plain voted 
in favour). 

Coun. Breadner moved 
that a figure of $4,200 per 
year be approved as a com- 
promise and the motion 
carried 4 to 3 (Fyfe, Smith

Rec grant needed now 


There was a time for 
discussion and dissent. Dur- 
ing the formulation of the 
concept of the St. Albert 
Recreational Complex, there 
was considerable and often 
conflicting input by local 
Sports clubs and individual 
residents.

rather than the budgeted 
four million for the project. 
Of course, cuts had to be 
made in the proposals. But 
ALL suggestions, formal or 
informal, put at public meet- 
ings, Parks and Recreation 
Board meetings, by mail and 
conversation, - all were con- 
sidered, all contributed to 
the final concept. Changes 
were made. For example, the 
racquet ball courts which 
found least favour in the 
initial stages were not 
eliminated, but were doubled 
in number as a result of 
citizen representations. 
Council approved all the 
components suggested by 
the Parks and Recreation 
Board, except the theatre. I 
personally opposed this de- 
letion, but other members of 
council felt that a theatre 
could, and perhaps should, 
be incorporated into the 
proposed civic centre. 

Ona limited budget, the 
recreation complex cannot be 
perfect. But it will satisfy 
many urgent needs in this 
community. IF IT 1S BUILT 
SOON. St. Albert has a right 
to a provincial grant of 100 
dollars per capita SOME- 
TIME within the next 10 
years. But our needs are 
NOW. 

Now is the time for unity 
and action. This community 
must convince the provincial 
government that it needs the 
grant in 1975, not after years 
of inflation have reduced its 
purchasing power. The de- 
cisions on the concept, major 
components and site have 
been made. Minor changes 
will be made after the grant 
is assured. 

Our proposal has been 
presented to the provincial 
government. What will you 
do to persuade the govern- 
ment that St. Albert needs its 
recreation grant - NOW?

Error corrected 
regarding pool 


I wish to correct one very 
basic error in the letter from 
Mr. R. D. Kirstein printed in 
last week's Gazette. The pool 
design adopted by council for 
inclusion in the recreational 
complex conceptual design is 
almost identical to the Parks 
and Recreation Board re- 
commendation as it came to 
council. As a member of the 
Board and council I cannot 
accept Mr. Kirstein’s accu- 
sation that expert and com- 
munity input was ignored. 
He was not the only person 
with aquatic or pool design 
experience to express an 
opinion, and as in many 
other fields of human endea- 
vour you usually find as great 
a variety of opinion as 
experts. It is my sincere 
belief the design adopted by 
council for the total complex 
reflects the opinions of 
experts, user groups, and 
citizens as received by the 
Parks and Recreation Board. 
Therefore I feel Mr. Kir- 
stein’s remarks are not 
correct, and in fact very 
misleading. 

The total design adopted 
by council differed from the 


Board recommendation in 
only one significant way. The 
300 seat theatre suggested in 
the Parks and Recreation 
Board concept was deleted 
because of financial con- 
straints set by council. These 
financial constraints are real 
and necessary in the opinion 
of council because anything 
beyond $4.2 million will be 
paid for totally by the town. 
based on the per capita grant 
formula under which we are 
secking funds. I suggest the 
decision to remove the 
theatre was made with con- 
siderable reluctance, but by 
so doing the remaining 
features of the complex were 
left intact. 

The conceptual design as 
presented to the province as 
part of our submission for 
financial assistance is on 
display in the Grandin 
Shoppers Mall. Please take 
the time to view it. If we 
receive approval on funding 
the design must still be 
refined, at which time user 
groups and citizens will 
again be asked for their 
opinions.

Gazette, and space is just not 
adequate for laboratory, 
pharmacy, emergency, out- 
patient surgery, radiology, 
physiotherapy and respira- 
tory therapy. 

With the proposed expan- 
sion some services could be 
added and the Hospital 
Board is much interested in 
hearing from the general 
public what kind of new 
services they would like, that 
the hospital doés not have 
now. It might be that we 
‘could do some psychiatric, 
psychological and social work 
such as counselling, said Mr. 
Keyes. And the hospital 
would like to add to the 
patient teaching programs, 
such as the pre-natal courses 
conducted with the co-opera- 
tion of the Sturgeon Health 
Unit, and the diabetic coun- 
selling started a year ago. 
‘‘We would add other teach- 


ing services of this nature if 
we knew what the people feel 
would be most useful to 
them; said Mr. Keyes. He 
feels that the people best 
able to assist the Board 
would be possibly those who 
have been referred to city 
hospitals for services not 
provided here. 

The Sturgeon General has 
been authorized by the 
Alberta Hospital Services 
Commission to complete 
their expansion program, 
and later this year will decide 
when work can begin. In the 
meantime the Board has sent 
out a questionnaire'to doc- 
tor’s offices, some service 
clubs and churches in an 
effort to determine the 
wishes of the residents, a 
copy of which is published in 
this issue of the Gazette. The 
public is invited to fill it in 
and return it to the hospital.

INCORPORATE MORE 
LEGUMES IN CROPPING 


In these days of high 
fertilizer prices, it might be 
an idea to incorporate more 
legumes in your cropping 
program, vecause of their 
ability to fix nitrogen in the 
soil and to improve its 
structure. 

Len Paulovich, district ag- 
riculturist at Manning, poi- 
nts out that legumes vary in 
their ability to take nitrogen 
from the air and fix it into the 
soil. Alfalfa fixes the most 
nitrogen, followed in des- 
cending order of ability by 
sweet-clover, red clover, 
alsike clover, soybeans, hairy 
vetch, field beans and field 
peas. 

Mr. Paulovich. recomm- 
ends inoculating all legume 
seed before planting to 
ensure that it will fix the 
nitrogen in the soil. The 
rhizobium bacteria that must 
be present for nitrogen fixing 
may be in the soil; but then 


again, they may not. 

Although a specific ino- 
culant may not produce 
nitrogen fixing modules on 
all legumes, the legumes can 
be divided in various cross 
inoculation groups so that a 
specific inoculant will be 
effective on all the species in 
that group. 

Mr. Paulovich also re- 
commends a soil test to find 
out the PH status of your 
soil, since legume plants and 
nitrogen fixing bacteria are 
both sensitive to soil acidity. 
In general, the more acidic 
the soil, the poorer will be 
the performance of the plant 
and the smaller the amount 
of nitrogen fixed. Alfalfa and 
sweet-clover are the most 
sensitive of all the legumes 
to soil acidity. Decreased 
performance will be noted at 
the PH 6 level and lower. 
Red clover is the most 
tolerant to soil acidity, foll- 
owed closely by alsike. 


Grasshopper damage may 


get further north this year 


If the weather co-operates, 
1975 will be the fifth 
consecutive year that grass- 
hopper infestations have 
increased since the very low 
infestation record in 1970. 
Hot dry weather during the 
time the crops are germina- 
ting will enable the grass- 
hopper eggs to hatch rapidly 
and unless controlled, the 
young hoppers will move into 
the crops at the stage of 
development when the crops 
can least withstand an 
attack. 

If on the other hand the 
spring is cool and wet, 
hatching will be delayed with 
the young hoppers moving 
into the crops more slowly. 

In this case the crops will 
have a better chance of 
withstanding the onslaught. 


Although the area north of 
Edmonton has not yet been 
surveyed, reports indicate 
that grasshopper damage 
this year may extend as far 
north as Bonnyville and Lac 
la Biche. 

In the past neither of these 
areas have usually been 
affected. 

The weather this spring 
will have the final say as to 
whether or not grasshoppers 
pose a greater threat to 
Alberta crops this year than 
was the case during the past 
10 years. 

Figures released by Al- 
berta Agriculture show that a 
total of 27,468 square miles 
may be infested on a scale 
light to severe, 3,268 square 
miles up on the 1974 figure.

Hanky panky with the 
Manawan Drainage Ditch 
control gate, and a threat by 
the chairman to leave the 
annual drainage district 
meeting if the “fighting” did 
not stop. 

Those were some of the 
highlights of the Manawan 
Drainage District's annual 
meeting at the Morinville 
Centre, April 18 as about 50 
people discussed ways of 
improving the drainage sys- 
tem and the lot of farmers 
affected by it. Also-at the 
meeting three candidates 
(one incumbent) came for- 
ward for the two vacant 
positions on the Board and 
five resolutions were formu- 
lated to help tackle Manawan 
Drainage problems. One 
resolution was lost. 

As the meeting got under- 
way, there was free discuss- 
ion about drainage problems 
as farmers told the Drainage

control gate during stormy annual meeting 


Board and two represen- 
latives from the Department 
of the Environment Al Lang 
and Lawrenee Hermanutz of 
their problems. 

But at one point things did 
seem to get out of hand as 
Suggestions and counter 
Suggestions came thick and 
fast making it almost im- 
possible for chairman of the 
mecting Lawrence Kluthe to 
take each point in order. 

“Tf you are not happy with 
what the Board is doing, I 
can leave at any time; I have 
no desire to referee a fight,"’ 
intervened Mr. Kluthe. ‘If 
you are unhappy, two posi- 
tions on-the three man board 
are vacant and this is the 
time for change." 

Apart from heavy run off 
over the past five years, Mr. 
Kluthe pointed out that 
another cause of flooding 
along the Manawan Drain- 
age system was that some- 
one had been tampering with 


the control gate. And the 
allegation was also made 
from the floor that whoever 
Was opening the gate was 
doing so to suit his own 
necds. The suggestion was 
then made that. someone 
should be put in charge of 
the gate on a 24 hour basis; 
the RCMP came up as 
favourites for that job and 
this suggestion dispelled the 
(enion of the mecting. 

As farmers told the story 
of land being lost to the 
capricious fluctuations of the 
Manawan Lake the Depart- 
ment of the Environment was 
asked what was being done 
to improve the situation. 

They were told that the 
provincial government was 
looking at a $150,000 im- 
provement program which 
would involve the widening 
and regrading of the ditch, 
replacing culverts, putting in 
crossings and building two 
drop structures to control 


crosion, The improvement 
program will be over a five 
year period and the mecting 
was told that as work on the 
ditch progressed - a mile and 
a half of improvements was 
completed last year - the 
government could extend its 
grant aid by another $175,- 
000. 

Mr. Hermanutz also told 
the meeting that the govern- 
ment would purchase land on 
an individual application 
basis up to the 2296 contour 
level. 

$30,000 was spent on ditch 
improvements last year and 
spoil or dirt banks along 
sections of the canal will be 
levelled off this year. 

A culvert put in last fall at 
the Manawan Lake dam (SE - 
33-56-25) and felt to be
